The reason of the proposed cut iv the re- 
fusal of railroad presidents to pay the 
price demanded bv the steel companies 
which is regarded as extortionate, in view 
of the prevailing price of steel billets. 

The price of steel rails was recently cut 
from $36 to $26 a ton. In 1899, when steel 
billets were $32 a ton, Pittsburg delivery, 
the steel companies sold rails at $35 a ton 
and made a fair profit. Now the price of 
‘steel billets has dropped to $16.50 a 
yet the steel manufacturers have been un- 
wiiling to cut prices below $26. 

The big, overcapitalized concerns are the 
ones that are trying to force the high 
prices upon the railroads. These concerns 
are the Federal Steel and the 
Steel and Wire Co., both of which are 
making a supreme effort to pay a divi- 
dend on their enormous capitalization. 

The Carnegie company, it is said, 
sell rails at $21 a ton and make a 
profit. 

The other companies cannot sell 
than $25 a. ton and earn a dividend on their 
common stock. 

It is said that Mr. Carnegie is determinea 
to force the big companies to the wall, if 
possible.

It is on™ such occasions that the 
attendants are called on to join in the 
fesuvities and prevent any of the ladies 
present from becoming “wall flowers. 

The other male attendants have danced 
with their charges with as much aiacrity 
as they might display in leading the grand 
march at a fancy dress ball. But Grindell 
always found that his card was full when

| heaval of nature has been made by George 
Garside, an engineer of Juneau. He found 
that the river rushing seaward beneath 
Windom glacier became choked and 
backed up for miles in a mountain canyon. 
Its pressure finally became so great that 
it broke loose, cracked the glacial section 
off and forced it seaward.
